“On Feb. 8, through the Swiss Federal 
Council, we received a telegram from 
the Swiss Minister at Washington, to 
whom, after the rupture, our interests 
in America were entrusted. The tele- 
gram was as follows: 

“ ‘In America the wish exi to avoid 
war should the German Government 
show an inclination to negotiate about 
the blockade. The minister is ready to 
pursue the matter further. 

“Every speaker here has expressly 
emphasized that @ breach with America 
was regrettable, and it will undoubtedly 
be still more regrettable if it came to 
war between Germany and the United 
States, between whom there are ancient 
friendly relations and no political an- 
tagonism. Economically we are drawn 
to each other and should really be eco- 
nomic allies... Thus it is comprehensible 
that the Imperial Government desires 
to endeavor to avoid everything which 
might intensify the conflict. For thesé 
reasons we examined the suggestions 
which reached us from the Swiss Min- 
ister.“ 

Referring to the breach of relations 
with America, Deputy Schiffer, Nation- 
al liberal, declared there was no doubt 
that Austria would back up Germany in 
her attitude toward the United States.

Pacific, adding to her domination of 
that great ocean, but of settling the 
long-standing criotion with the United 
States. 

Observers here believe that the break- 
down of the scheme, so far as Japan 
was concerned, was signalized when the 
Mexican Government suddenly reversed 
its attitude and announced that it had 
no intention of cutting off the British 
supply of naval fuel oil, as had plainly 
heen indicated in Gen. Carranza’s pro- 
posal to make peace in Europe by cut- 
ting off exports of food and munitions 
from neutrals.

Meanwhile Baron von Schoen, secre- 
tary of the German embassy here, was 
transferred to the legation in Mexico 
City. No explanation could be obtained 
of the reason for his transfer and such 
investigation as was possible failed to 
develop why a secretary from the United 
States should be sent to the German le- 
gation in Mexico. Baron von Schoén’s 
association with the moves, if any at all, 
does not appear. The only outward in- 
dication that he might have been con- 
nected with them is found in the fact 
that he recently had been detached from 
the German embassy in Tokio and was 
well acquainted with the Japanese Min- 
‘ster in Mexico City. 

Carranza’s peace proposal 
openly pronounced as evidence of 
German influence in -lexico, but offi- 
clals here declare it was intended 
only to embarrass the United States. 
Then apparently, some influence 
showed its effect on the course of 
the Mexican Government and on Feb. 
26 Cabrera, the Minister of Finance, is- 
sued a statement describing the 
“amazement” of the Mexican Gov- 
ernment that the American newspa- 
pers should have interpreted Caran- 
za's proposal to cut off exports of 
munitions as a suggestion that he 
might cut off shipments of British 
oil. They were, Cabrera declared, 
“entirely groundless,” and that fea- 
ture of the situation ended. There 
was an intimation that Germany’s 
astounding proposal that Japan turn 
traitor to her allies had been an- 
swered by Tokio. 

Count von Bernstorff’s. connection 
with the plot, further than serving 
as a channel of communication, is in- 
tensified by the fact that the German 
Embassy here was not merely the 
medium of delivering a message in 
this instance, but was really a sort 
of headquarters for all the German 
missions in Central and South Amer- 
ica. 


Attaches Credited to Mexico. 

The German ‘naval attache Boy-Ed 
and the military attache, Capt. von 
Fapen, whose recall was forced by the 
State Department because of their mil- 
itary activities in this country also were 
accredited to Mexico and between the 
outbreak fall of the ‘war and their 
departure from this country made at 
least one visit there. 

For months many naval officers have 
believed that the mysterious German

Last November the British ge at 
Mexico City presented the Carranza 
foreign office a notification that if it 
was discovered that Mexican neutrality 
thus had been violated the allies would 
take ‘drastic measures” to prevent a 
continuance of that situation. 

In a note almost. insolent in tone, 
Foreign Minister Aguilar replied to the 
charge that in effect it was the business 
of the allies to keep German submarines 
out of western waters, and that if they 
were not kept out, Mexico would adopt 
whatever course the circumstances 
might command. 

To German influences also have been 
attributed in some quarters the vigorous 
Steps taken by the de facto Finance 
Minister to force loans from the Banca 
Nacional and the Bank of London and 
Mexico, owned by French and British 
capital. The institutions were closed 
by the Mexican authorities and some of 
their officers imprisoned and held for 
weeks, despite repeated protests by 
France, Great Britain and the United 
States. 

Austrian Envoy Came Here. 

It was recalled that last November. 
when the Mexican-American joint com- 
mission was making its futile effort to 
adjust the difficulties between the two 
countries, the Austro-Hungarian Minis- 
ter at Mexico City, Count Kalman Kama 
Volkanya, made a trip to the United 
States on what he described as a 
Secret mission.“ 

A suggestion interpseted by some offi- 
cials as an indicatioon that Germany 
might have made approaches to Mexico 
at that time was made by Cabrera in 
an address at Philadelphia on Nov. 10. 

“The foes of the United States will 
certainly assume to be friends of Mex- 
ico,’’ said Cabrera, and will try to take 
advantage of any sort of resentment 
Mexico may have against the United 
States. Mexico, nevertheless, under- 
stands that in case of a conflict be- 
tween the United States and any other 
nation outside America, her attitude 
must be one of continental solidarity.’ 


MAN SHOT AND KILLED, AND 
THREE COMPANIONS ARE HELD 


D. E. Melton and Others Had Been 
Making Round of Saloons in 
Granite City. 

D. E. Melton, a paper hanger, said to 
live in St. Louis, was shot and killed 
early this morning after he and three 
men had spent the evening in making 
the round of saloons in Granite City. 
His companions, who were arrested, 
were Lee Burnett, business agent of the 
Paper Hangers’ and Painters’ Union at 
Granite City, and two members of the 
union, William Miller and J. R. Price. 
The four men had worked during the 
day at Wood River. Shortly after mid- 
night they went to Lew Dowling’s sa- 


‘loon at Twenty-second street and Wash- 


ington avenue, Granite City. The front 
door was locked and they went to the 
rear. As Melton was knocking he was 
shot from behind, the bullet entering 
the back of his head. 

Miller gave himself up to the police. 
Burnett was arrested at his home, 
where the police said they found a re- 
volver of the same caliber as that of 
the bullet which killed Melton. Price 
was arrested at home. The prisoners re- 
fused to make a statement. An inquest 
was set for this afternoon. 


MORTON RESOLUTION PASSED 


JEFFERSON CITY, March 1.— The 
Senate today adopted the Morton reso- 
lution, which was defeated in the House 
Monday, requiring that House bills in 
the Senate shall be considered before 
the Senate bills covering the same sub- 
ject and Senate bills in the House shill 
be considered before House bills cover- 
ing the same subject.

NEW YORK, March 1—Mrs. Pearl 
Elizabeth Hyman Nolker will be calle 
as a witness for herself in the office of 
William A. Ulman, in the Woolworth 
building, this afternoon, by stipulation 
between gitorney Ulman, who is repre- 
senting her and attorney Turley, who 
is appearing for Robert E. Nolker, en- 
tered into after yesterday's hearing in 


which Col. George Creighton Webb, ac- 
cording to his own description had told 
the lawyers what an exemplary woman 
Mrs. Nolker had always appeared to be 
in her association with him. Mrs. Nolner 
will be questioned about discrepancies in 
her testimony and others, given at va- 
rious times. 

One of the most striking discrepancies 
of this sort cropped out in Col. Webb’s 
testimony yesterday. Mrs. Nolker had 
testified in St. Louis that Col. Webb was 
one of the active factors in causing the 
arrest of ‘‘Baby’’ Marlowe, and had gone 
so far as to prepare a statement, pre- 
sumably admitting the theft, which the 
Marlowe girl was to be induced to sign. 
Signing this statement and resoring the 
money were to result in Miss Marlowe 
escaping arrest. Col. Webb yesterday, 
however, declared in most positive terms 
he had never written any such state- 
ment, nor had he favoured the arrest, on 
the contrary, arguing against it, but that 
he was overruled by the New York de- 
tectives, whom he described as hot fo 
the arrest.“ 

Tells of Meeting in Paris. 

Col. Webb, however, when confronted 
with Mrs. Nolker’s contrary evidence, 
explained it on the ground that she wag 
an excitable woman, in a highly ner- 
vous state after the loss of her money. 
and unduly influenced by the detectives, 
one of whom he said had been dismissed 
from the force for his pernicious activ- 
ity in the case. 

The Colonel gave some other interest 
ing testimony. He was rather weak on 
the stand, and ‘occasionally had to 
pause in his testimony to rest.

They propose to restore Al- 
sace-Lorraine to France, Prussian Po- 
land to a reunited and autonomous Po- 
land, on the lines drawn by President 
Wilson in his message to Congress. 
Probably also they would allow the 
Danish inhabitants of Schleswig to dis- 
pose of themselves in accordance with 
the treaty of Prague, which Bismarck 
always refused to carry out.

torpedoing of the Laconia, with loss of 
American lives, is regarded by ‘the 
American Government as the “overt 
act. 

There are no delusions as to its sig- 
nificance. And if America’s declaration 
of war is received nobody here will be 
surprised. America’s entry into the war 
not only has been thoroughly discounted 
in military and political circles, but by 
the general public. Amongall there is 
implicit confidence that ‘the unlimited 
submarine campaign will be successful, 
and not only shorten, but actually end 
the world war. In this state of mind 
nothing else. matters to the German 
people; all else is of but relative im- 
portance: 

There is no Zoing back on the sub- 
not even to main- 
tain peace with America. Most Ger- 
mans, aS nearly as I can size them up. 
still regret the bankruptcy of the cen- 
turv-old friendship and are genuinely 
sorry over the seeming certainty of war 
with America. But they feel, too, on 
the one hand; that they are morally in 
the right in resorting to unlimited sub- 
marine warfare as a defensive measure 
against “England’s hunger blockade, 
and on the other hand that they are 
not getting, and never have had during 
the war, a square deal from America. 

In anticipation of further bad news 
America, Germany today is ac- 
cordingly surcharged with suppressed 
emotion, and while continuing to be out- 
wardly calm, quiet and restrained, is 
undeniably embittered. 

“On with the submarine war,“ is Ger- 
many’s last word. 


Hollweg Speech for German Ears. 

Perhaps the correct interpretation 

of the American section of the speech 
relivered by Chancellor von Bethmann- 
Holiweg in the Reichstag Tuesday, 
which rang like a legal brief, fs that it 
was intended chiefly for home consump- 
tion, that it was a valedictory summing 
up of Germany's submarine case, a last 
plea of not guilty” and exposition of 
arguments to prove it; a final faréwell 
to friendship with America: all possibly 
intended to prepare the German people 
against any transatlantic eventutzlities. 
It was obvious the Chancellor was 
speaking not for American so much as 
for German ears, and what he said was 
unquestionably clear, and despite the 
lack of novelty made a deep impression 
on the Reichstag, which heartily ap- 


leged promise, the honor and dignity of 
America had been injured.“ 

Another assertion by the Chancellor 
which evoked unanimous approval was 
argument against the charge that 
England destroyed merely economic 
values, while Germany destroyed irre- 
placeable human lives. The Chancel- 
lor’s only new argument reached its 
climax in the rhetorical question: 
Wuat would the English have done if 
Americans had insisted on their right of 
unhindred passenger and freight traffic 
with Hamburg and Bremen? 

Approval, too, greeted the Chancellor 
when he quietly attacked America’s 
‘neutrality,’ saying that according to 
the American view submission to Brit- 
ish might and control is consistent with 
the character of neutrality, but recogni- 
tion of the German means of defense is 
inconsistent. These and the Chancel- 
lor’s concluding erftphasis on Great 
Britain’s hunger blockade“ were, for 
the Reichstag, the high points of refer- 
ences to America. 

The official sentiment of authoritative 
Cerman opinion is well expressed by 
the Undersecretary for Foreign Affairs, 
Baron von Veme Bussche-Haddenhaus- 
en, in an interview with the Post-Dis- 
pateh correspondent last night. It has 
become in the last few days noticeably 
less suavely diplomatic and more crit- 
ically outspoken, particularly regarding 
what he regards as the violently’ parti- 
nan and inflammatory—what the Ger- 
Mans call ‘‘hetzerische’’—attitude of the 
eastern press in America. 

Bussche was studying and digesting 
the latest American news to reach Ger- 
many when I called on him and he re- 
Fretted its scantiness and chromatic dis- 
tortion in transit, rendering most of it 
almost meaningless. 

“It would be very gratifying.’ said 
Baron Bussche, if the American people 
would see which side really threatens 
the small neutrals. Unfortunately, up 
to now, for America, what England does 
is good; what Germany does is bad 
America’s attitude is well expressed by 
the French saying: ‘Cet animal est tres 
mechant; quand on l'attaque, il se de- 
fend.” (This is a very wicked animal 
when one attacks it it defends itself.)

Emergency Measure Passes Sen- 
ate by Strict Party Vote, 47 
33, Amendments Failing. 


BQND ISSUE INCLUDED 


$175,000,000 for Special Pre- 
paredness Fund — Provides 
for Excess Profits Tax. 


WASHINGTON, March 1.—Only the 
President’s approval was necessary to- 
day to make the emergency revenue bill 
a law. The measure passed the Senate 
last night by a striét party vote, 47 to 33, 


after many ineffectual attempts had 
been made to amend it. 

As finally approved by the Senate, the 
bill was unchanged from the way it 
came from the house. It is intended to 
raise $350,000,000 of revenue by taxes on 
excess profits and inheritances and by 
a bond issue. 

Immediately after the vote, whigh fol- 
lowed the defeat of scores of amend- 
ments offered in quick succession by Re- 
publicans, Senator Stone moved to ad- 
journ until 12:40 o’clock so as to clear the 
legislative situation for consideration of 
the armed neutrality bill. Senator Pen- 
rose countered with a motion to adjourn 
to 10:30 tomorrow morning, and when 
that had been voted down another by 
Senator La Follette was beaten. Thena 
motion to adjourn until 12:5 a. m. was 
carried by a vote of @to 9. There were 
protests in the Republican ranks against 
the action of their leaders, and Senators 
Borah and Fall told their colleggues 
they were tired of seeing me wasted. 

Dozens of Amendments Offered. 

Vote after vote taken on amendments 
offered by Republican Senators dis- 
closed much more than a majority in 
favor of the bill, but the minority Sen- 
ators offered new ones as fast as the 
others were disposed of. Dozens were 
voted down in quick succession and the 
session developed into a (filibuster, 
marked by the absence of the usual talk 
but punctuated with the ringing of the 
Senate bells every 10 minutes or 80 to 
announce a fresh roll call. 

The voting on the amendments began 
at 8 o’clock and the first to be killed 
were 11 proposed by Senator La Fol- 
lette to eliminate the bond issue provi- 
sion in the bill and substitute in its 
place higher income and inheritance tax 
rates. They were beaten by consistent 
party majorities. 

For the first time in many years the 
Republicans sided almost to a man with 
the Wisconsin Senator, and when his 
quota of suggestions had all been laid 
away the Democrats were treated to a 
further exhibition of the present unan- 
imity of the Republican purpose by see- 
ing Republican after Republican con- 
sult with Senator La Follette and then 
offer another amendment and demand 
a roll call. 

The galleries were filled and’ despite 
the fact that roli calls are perfunctory, 
as @ general thing, the audience stayed 
well into the night, interested apparent- 
ly in the Republican tactics. 

Fund for Preparedness. 

The bill provides that $175,000,000 of the 
taxes collected under the revenue bil! 
of last year “shall constitute 4 spectal 
preparedness fund,’’ to be used in army, 
navy and fortifications expenses. 

One of the principal objects of Repub- 
lican criticism was the excess profits 
tax feature of the bill, placing a tax of 
8 per cent on the net profits of corpora- 
tions and joint stock companies, when 
they exceed $5000 a year and are more 
than 8 per cent of the capital invested. 

A second important feature will in- 
crease the present estate taxes 50 per 
cent, fixing them at one and one-falf 
per cent of a net estate over $50,000 to 
15 per cent of an estate over $5,000,000. 

Bonds to the amount of $100,000,000 are 
authorized to meet expenses on account 
of the Mexican situation, the construc- 
tion of the armor plate plant, the Alas- 
kan railway and the purchase of the 
Danish West Indies. The bonds are to 
pay three per cent and be retired in 50 
years. The Secretary of the. Treasury 
already has authority to issue $222,000,000 
of Panama Canal bonds. 

Authority is also given the Secretary 
to issue $100,000,000 of one-year certifi- 
cates of indebtedness at 8 per cent. He 
now has authority to issue the certifi- 
cates in the sum of $200,000,000. These 
are for the purpose of temporarily put- 
ting the treasury in funds because, un- 
der the present tax system, much of the 
Government revenue comes in a lump 
at the end of the fiscal year. 

Early in the day, by a vote of 59 to 21, 
the Senate rejected the Underwood 
amendment, making’ the revenue tax on 
sleomargarine two cents a pound flat, 
instead. of the present duty of 10 cents 
on colored and a quarter-cent a pound 
on uncolored.
